Trenton, July 12 - The New Jersey State Highway Department today advised trucking 
concerns and motorists who use the Route 1 & 9 bridge over the Hackensack River 
in Kearny and Jersey City, Hudson County that the July 15th date for closing the 


Eastbound half of the bridge has been postponed. 


A Department spokesman said a strike by the New Jersey Operating Engineers Union 


has stopped all work on the bridge approaches and on a detour route. 


He said the new date will not be known until the strike is over and construction 
resumed. Large display signs posted on both ends of the bridge, as well as at 


the Holland Tunnel, will display the new date when it is set. 
As much advanced warning of the new date as possible will be given. 


The Highway Department's construction plans call for closing the eastbound half 
of the bridge replace that portion of the deck, shift all traffic to the new 
eastbound section and then repeat the process on the westbound half. The entire 


job is expected to be completed in October. 


Extensive preparations have been made for an alternate route in view of the 
critical position the bridge plays in the Route 1 & 9 truck route. This section 
of highway extending from the foot of the Pulaski Skyway in Newark east to the 
Holland Tunnel, carries a high percentage of transcontinental and local truck 
traffic to and from the Newark metropolitan area and the Holland Tunnel, and 
serves thousands of workers employed in the area.

Trenton, New Jersey -- July 2 - The New Jersey State Highway Department today 
announced it has awarded contracts or asked for bids on more than $50 million 


worth of State highway construction work in the past 24 months. 


Deputy Commissioner Russell H. Mullen said the Department's performance exceeded 
an estimate furnished to the Associated General Contractors of New Jersey by 


Governor Richard J. Hughas at their annual meeting in mid-April. 


"At that time," Mullen said, "the Governor predicted the Department would 
advertise more than $0 million worth of work prior to July 1. At the close of 
business June 30, the actual estimated value of contracts awarded or advertised 


since the date of Governor's remarks exceeded $50 million." 


The comparative figure for the last 23 months of fiscal 196-65 was approximately 


¢28 million. 


The Highway Department noted that the number and value of construction projects 
awarded or advertised during this period represents significant acceleration of 
progress on the Interstate System, particularly Interstate Route 78. With the 
award of four more contracts on Route 78, which are scheduled to be advertised 
before the end of 1966, all of Interstate Route 78 between Still Valley in 
Hunterdon County and Springfield in Union County will either be under construction 
or open to traffic, with other major construction contracts underway in Essex 


County in the vicinity of Newark Airport. 


The contracts advertised this spring also included the initial construction of 
the Route 35 Freeway in Monmouth, as well as the first construction continuing 


the Route 21 Freeway into Passaic.

Trenton, July 1 - Highway Construction crews will start work to extend the 
Route 21 Freeway northward into Clifton and Passaic in August or September

More than $12.5 million has been allocated in the Department's construction 


program to extend the freeway into Paterson. 


The plans call for constructing the freeway and a combination of River Road and 


River Drive that will provide improved roadways for local traffic. 


River Road will be extended along the west side of the freeway northward to a

Trenton, June 30 - New Jersey's biggest viaduct is about to be born. 


The State's Highway Department just revealed that plans are ready and bids will 
be received August 4 for the construction of the Interstate Route 78 viaduct at 
the Newark Airport, Essex County -- the largest in the state and one of the 


largest in the country. 


A composite viaduct of structural steel beams supporting reinforced concrete 
deck slabs, altogether 1,553 feet long and over 200 feet wide, it will take 


Interstate Route 78 over the 40 tracks of the Pennsylvania Railroad Waverly 


Yards. 


Nearly twelve million pounds of structural steel will be used in its construction, 
together with some 25,000 cubic yards of concrete and about five million pounds 
of reinforcing steel. Close to 30,000 linear feet of cast-in-place concrete 
piles and 200,000 linear feet of treated timber piles will anchor its sub- 


structure. 


A spokesman for the Department said the overall interchange inciudes 26 bridges, 
the huge viaduct, and more than 40 miles of traffic lanes within its three-mile 
curve around the Newark Airport in Essex County. Its multiple routing combina- 
tions will inter~connect three of the most heavily traveled arteries in the 
eastern United States: Route 1 & 9, Interstate Route 78, and the New Jersey 
Turnpike. The average daily traffic on the viaduct is expected to reach 125,000

electrica] facilities of the Pennsylvania Railroad, as well as the removal of four

Trenton, June 30 - A proposal for extending Interstate Route 280 almost to the 
New Jersey Turnpike in Hudson County will be presented at a public hearing 


August 4, according to a New Jersey State Highway Department announcement. 


The proposal will be explained by Highway Department engineers at the hearing 


at 10:30 a.m. in the Harrison High School, Harrison Avenue and North Fifth Street. 


A Department spokesman said the hearing will cover the portion of Route 280 
between its future interchange with Route 75 (the proposed Mid-Town Connector) in 
Newark, and the Jersey City-Newark Turnpike (Harrison Avenue) about a half-mile 
west of the New Jersey Turnpike in Kearny, Hudson County.

East of Stickel Bridge, the proposed six-lane freeway would proceed on new 
alignment along the north side of the Erie-Lackawanna Railroad, in Harrison and 
Kearny, swinging north-easterly to a crossing point with the Jersey City-Newark 
Turnpike (Harrison Avenue). Designs for interchanges will be developed after an 
alignment has been approved.

This alignment would become a portion of the Essex East-West Freeway which will 
eventually extend through the Oranges to Interstate Route 80 in Parsippany-Troy 


Hills, Morris County. 


The spokesman stated that the freeway was first proposed as far back as 1924, 
when a civic group known as the Scenic Highway Committee urged that Route 10 be 
extended to Newark. Although the State Highway Department and the Federal Bureau

Trenton, June 30 - The long range plan to modernize Route 28 in Union County 
shortly will be advanced another step. According to a representative of the 
New Jersey State Highway Department, two more sections will be resurfaced under 


a contract for which bids will be opened July 21. 


One section in Cranford Township extends about a half mile from Lincoln Avenue 
to Springfield Avenue; the other section, 1.5 miles long, reaches from Faitoute 
Avenue to Galloping Hill Road, in the Borough of Roselle Park. The resurfacing 


job will greatly improve the riding quality and safety of the road.

Trenton, June 30 - Trucks with gross weights of over 8,000 poynds will be pro- 
hibited from using the new section of Interstate 287 between Pluckemin and 
Mount Airy Road when it opens to traffic in Bedminster and Bernards Townships, 


Somerset County, next month. 


A spokesman for the New Jersey State Highway Department said all vehicles ex- 
ceeding this weight must continue to use Routes U.S. 202-206 north of its 
junction with Route287 near Pluckemin until the Freeway is completed from 


Mt. Airy Road to Maple Avenue at the Somerset~Morris County line. 


The spokesman explained that Mt. Airy Road in Bernards Township, which will 
carry traffic to and from U.S. 202 to the completed sections of the Freeway, 
has two bridges that would be hazardous for a continuing volume of heavy 
vehicles. He noted it may be necessary, however, for trucks carrying materials 


for the further construction of Interstate 287 northward to use Mt. Airy Road. 


The restriction on weight loads will become effective when the Freeway is opened 
between the intersection of Routes U.S. 202-206 near Pluckemin in Bedminster 
Township and Mt. Airy Road in Bernards Township, and will remain in effect until 


the route is completed to an interchange at North Maple Avenue and Route U.S, 202 


near the Somerset-Morris County line.

Trenton, June 24 - The New Jersey State Highway Department today announced the 
Central Railroad Company of New Jersey has been authorized to discontinue passen- 


ger train service on its Atlantic Highlands branch after July 23. 


The Department's Division of Railroad Transportation said in it's decision that 
the Central is in critical financial condition and has required substantial 


support by the State to remain solvent. 


The Division, which conducted public hearings on the railroad's application to 
discontinue service, said the elimination of the Atlantic Highlands service 
would give the railroad cash savings of at least $235,000 annually, and is in 
accordance with the State's railroad program which requires that steps be taken 


to reduce losses from passenger service. 


The Atlantic Highlands Branch extends a distance of 11 miles from Matawan to 
Atlantic Highlands. Most of the 19 daily and 9 Sunday trains shuttle between 
those stations with passengers transferring at Matawan to trains destined to 
Newark and New York. Deputy Highway Commissioner Russell H. Mullen said only 
about 400 revenue passengers now patronize the branch trains daily. He pointed 
out, however, that ample parking space is available at the nearby siidiecoussend 
Matawan stations for those who wish to continue using train service, also that

Traffic Signals 
Route 28 
Cranford Township 
Union County 


Trenton, June 16 - The New Jersey State Highway Department today 
announced that modern traffic signals will soon replace older ones in 


three locations on Route 28 in Cranford Township, Union County. 


The first signal to be installed will be semi-actuated with pedestrian 
push button controls at the intersection of Eastman Street and Route 28. 
Two other fixed-time signal systems will be installed at intersections 


of Route 28 with Alden Street and Union Avenue. 


A Department spokesman explained that a semi-actuated signal is usually 
installed at an intersection of a heavy-volume traffic route with a 
relatively lightly traveled road or street. Detectors which are 
actuated by motor vehicles are installed in the minor road. The 

signal is normally green to the main route, changing to the minor road 
or street only when a vehicle rides across the detector pad or a 
pedestrian pushes the signal button. Pedestrian push-button controls 


are located on standards near the cross-walk. 


Fixed-time signals, the spokesman continued, allow a fixed amount of 
green for each direction of traffic and do not depend on vehicular 
or pedestrian actuation. The amount of time allowed for each direction 


is governed by traffic requirements.

PUBLIC HEARING 


Trenton, June 16 - The New Jersey State Highway Department announced today a 
public hearing will be held Thursday, July 14, to present a revised alignment for 


the extension of Route 35 Freeway in Wall Township, Monmouth County. 


Department engineers will present a proposal for continuing Route 35 Freeway from 
18th Avenue to Brielle Circle, along a new path located west of the present Route 


35. 


The hearing will be held at 10:30 a.m. in the auditorium of the Wall Township 
High School, 18th Avenue and New Bedford Road. Residents of the affected area, 
as well as other interested parties, will have an opportunity to express their 


views and to make constructive suggestions. 


The revised concept, as suggested by Wall Township officials at the original 
public hearing held in 1960, would avoid cutting through recent housing develop- 
ments in the immediate vicinity of Route 35, and would considerably alleviate 


traffic on existing Route 35. 


A Highway Department spokesman explained that, because of rapidly expanding 


residential developments as well as commercial building, local traffic has gown 


appreciably and can be expected to become still more intense in the future. 


He added that the proposed Route 35 Freeway would become a relief route for some 


of the shore traffic, even for some traffic coming from the northern part of the 
State via the Garden State Parkway.

Highway Department engineers will propose a limited-access freeway with dual 24- 
foot wide (2 lane) roadways, separated by a center island. Hard-surfaced 
shoulders twelve feet wide would be provided for the right side of each roadway. 


The minimum width of the freeway's right-of-way will be in excess of 200 feet, 


Following the basic pattern for freeways, the Route 35 Freeway would have no 
marginal development, no cross roads, and access to and from the highway will be 


available only at interchanges. 
Interchange locations will be considered after an alignment has been approved. 


A Department spokesman emphasized that details on properties which may be 
affected by the freeway will not be available at the time of the hearing. Such 
information, the spokesman said, cannot become available until the final align- 


ment is determined and right-of-way plans are developed.

: Trenton, June 16 -- To advance a specialized area of highway safety 
research in New Jersey, the State Highway Department recently engaged 


the Stevens Institute of Technology in Hoboken to undertake a basic 


skid-resistance study. 


New special test equipment -- an all-weather tow truck and trailer 
equipped with recording instruments -- will be used to determine the 
skid-resistant properties of various kinds of pavement surfaces, skid- 


proofing compounds, and resurfacing materials, a Department spokesman said. 


The project is being undertaken with the cooperation of the U.S. Bureau 


of Public Roads which will participate financially. 


Testing will be done on the two principal classes of state highway pavements, 
the so-called rigid and flexible. Portland-cement concrete is the 


well-known rigid type, and bituminous concrete the flexible. In each,

aggregates or mineral materials are used, such as‘ gravel, broken stone, 


sand, or slag. 


The State Highway spokesman went on to say that the Stevens Institute 
technicians will test pavements containing different kinds and sizes 

of aggregates. These analyses will help determine which elements in 

various pavement mixes seem best for skid resistance. Similar investigations 


of other ingredients will be made also.

Besides such materials already built into existing state highways, the 
study will seek answers on various coating compounds and topping materials 
which might be placed on highway surfaces to make them more skid-proof. 
One answer to a specific de-slicking problem might possibly be an epoxy 


coating including some gritty substance. 


Where possible, determinations will be made of the extent to which different 
mixtures provide different frictional characteristics and how these 

change with time and wear. In addition to the field tests of pavement 
materials, another area of research will be that of construction methods. 
Related to Portland-cement concrete use, for example, will be analyses 

of finishing operations, such as by burlap drag. In connection with 
bituminous concrete, there will be checking of final rolling operations 


among other things. 


The Department spokesman said also the study will include vehicle-driver 


performance on different highways. A variety of observations may show 


how and why drivers approach certain curves, slopes, intersections, ramps, 
and traffic signals in different and unexpected ways. Overall road design 
or something entirely unrelated may be associated with unfavorable driver 
actions or reactions under varying conditions of surface wetness or 
slipperiness. The Stevens engineers will help determine the degree of 
connection between accident frequency and measured road surface slipperiness, 


if any, from accident data provided by the State Highway Department.

Skid-Resistance Study 
The entire study project will extend over twenty-four months. Six months 
have been allowed to complete the special vehicular skid-testing assembly 
with necessary instruments. Another three months will be needed to 
proof-test and evaluate this equipment. Then, nine months will be needed 
for a variety of field tests, and finally six months to furnish all data 
reports on the tester device and the field tests to the Highway Department 


and the federal government. 


The State Highway Department itself will evaluate and judge all final 


research data and recommendations.

DATE CHANGED 


Trenton, June 13 - The New Jersey State Highway Department today announced a 
change in the date for starting redecking of the Route 1 & 9 bridge over the 
Hackensack River in Kearny and Jersey City, Hudson County from July 5 to on, or 
about July 15. 


Signs which were vosted early in May on both sides of the Hagkeneack River.: 
Bridge announcing the start of construction will be changed to the new date 
within the next few days. A similar sign at the Holland Tunnel exit also will 


be changed to the new date. 


The Highway Department plans to close the eastbound half of the bridge on or 
about July 15, replace the deck, shift traffic to the new portion and then 
repeat the process on the westbound half. The entire job is expected to be 


completed in October. 


A Highway Department spokesman said extensive preparations have been made for an 


alternate route in view of the critical position the bridge holds on the 

Route 1 & 9 truck route. This section of highway extending from the foot of the 
Pulaski Skyway in Newark east to the Holland Tunnel, carries a high percentage 
of truck traffic to and from the Newark metropolitan area and the Holland Tunnel, 


and serves thousands of workers employed in the area. 


The alternate route will serve eastbound and westbound traffic: 
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Route 1 & 9 Truck 

Kearny & Jersey City 

Hudson County 

DATE CHANGED 
1. Eastbound traffic. Through-trucking bound for the Holland Tunnel or points 
in Hudson County may pass over the Passaic River Bridge and take the righthand 
ramp which leads down to Jacobus Avenue, pass under the bridge and follow 
Jacobus Avenue to Pennsylvania Avenue and Fish House Road. Trucks and passenger 


cars will follow this road to a connection with Route 7. At this point traffic 


can follow Route 7 east to Jersey City and the Holland Tunnel. 


2. Westbound traffic. Traffic leaving the Tunnel and Hudson County which wants 
to by-pass the partially closed bridge will pick up Route 7 in Jersey City, turn 
Bit Fish House Road and follow the road to Central Avenue or to Jacobus Avenue , 
and take either of these avenues to Route 1 & 9 westbound near the Passaic River

Another by-pass route is the New Jersey Turnpike spur between Newark Airport and 


the Holland Tunnel. 


Costs of the project, which is to be completed in October, will be paid entirely 


by the State Highway Department. 


To guide traffic to the alternate routes the Highway Department has 
devised special "alternate" signs which will be posted along Jacobus Avenue, 


Central Avenue and Fish House Road. 
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"Alternate" route signs will be 
posted on by-pass roads around 
Communipaw Ave. Bridge (Rt. 1 & 9) 
over Hackensack River. Bridge 
will be partially closed on or 
about July 16 for repairs. 
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
